Pennsylvania’s 
Senate 
today 
voted finally to give the people 
of the state an opportunity to 
decide for themselves whether 
they want Sunday baseball and 
football. The decision now rests 
with Gov. Gifford Pinchot. 
The Schw artz bill, perm itting lo- 
ral referenda, swept over its final 
legislative hurdle w hen the Senate 
adopted the conference report on 
th e m easure. The vote was 27 for 
adoption and 22 against. There was 
no debate. 
T he affirm ative side gained one 
vote since the last roll call. Senator 
Bell, Fayette, joining the 
“ayes.” 
The rest of the roll call w as precise­ 
ly the sam e as when 
the 
upper 
branch first passed the m easure on 
M arch 21. On th at date the House 
refused to concur in am endm ents 
and the m easure was throw n into a 
conference comm ittee. 
Up To Governor 
The vote m eans th a t for the first 
tim e a Pennsylvania governor will 
be forced to pass upon legislation 
intended to modify the blue laws 
th a t were enacted in 1794. W hether 
G overnor Pinchot will sign the bill

Miss Johnson, whose home is near 
Kane, claimed she was discarded 
after a six-year courtship during 
which she had consented to become 
Jam es’ wife. 
They m et in October, 
1927, according to her suit, and three 
days before C hristm as th a t same 
year Jam es proposed m arriage to 
her and she accepted.

The plaintiff declared th at Jam es 
j did not keep his promise to m arry 
her and has repeatedly refused to 
do so.

IN TH E general appropriation bill, pending before the state

list of state employes, we are informed, except for state legis­ 


lators. 
This is an unexplainable inconsistency. 
Certainly there is no reason w hy salaries of state legis­ 
lators are not to be materially reduced, 
i hey should be.

sion would rate an amazing reduction if the matter were put up

It is only a few years since the state legislature boosted 
the salaries of m em bers $ 5 0 0 per year.

YOUR COMPETITOR— THE GOVERNMENT 


The report of the special committee of the House of Representa­ 
tives which has been investigating government competition with private 
business, is a surprising document. 
It show's th at government competition extends to the amazing total 
vf 232 different businesses which are legitimately of a private natuie. 
rhey include the fields of transportation,. manufacturing, merchandising, 
[arming, banking, printing, architecture—and even amusements. 
The 
government operates cleaning and pressing establishments, sells serums 
wnd other medical preparations, makes paints and varnishes, conducts 
i warehousing business, and so on through a long and amazing list of 
activities. 
In most instances, this government competition can not be met by 
private concerns. 
No business has the prime advantage of government 
tax freedom. 
None is able to conceal its deficits through treasury 
appropriations. Few are large enough to exert the purchasing power of 
l he governm ent 
When the government steps into any field of busi­ 
ness a certain part of th at field is difinitely lost. 
Every added item of government competition, by reducing the 
profits of private industry, diminishes the government's source of taxes 
and adds to the tax of what is left. 
So far, government competition with the bulk of business has been 
on a comparatively small scale. 
But once such competition starts, its 
growth is simply a m atter of time. The committee s facts are immutable 
-a n d they show vividly the need for a thorough reorganizing of gov­ 
ernment to take it out of the field of business, in the interests of econ­ 
omy, efficiency and opportunity for our citizens.

ALL WEATHER IS GOOD 


In the last week we have had the usual assortment of spring 
weather, warm and cold, clear and rainy, sunshiny and stormy. This an ­ 
noys some persons and causes them to growl at the 
bad weather. 
But 
we have it on the highest authority th a t there is no such thing as bad 
weather. Dr. James H. Scarr, meteorologist of the United States W eather 
Bureau in New York, says: “Really, weather is the perfectly harmonious 
operation of natural laws. There is no bad weather, but just diffeient 
kinds of good w eather.’ 
Most persons reading this will probably say: 
T hat’s true, but I never thought of it in that way.” 
Dr. Scarr also 
humorously warns the public th at the weather man does not really make 
I he w eather, but only tries to forecast the antics of the elements. 
The particular weather authority we have been quoting is some­ 
what of a philosopher. 
To him nothing is more futile than worrying 
about the weather. Take these w’ords to heart: “When it rains, make rain 
your choice. It is so silly to be disgruntled at clouds. W ithout them we 
ivould be bereft of rivers, lakes, vegetables and, in fact, all life. 
The 
Heather is unquestionably the greatest physical influence in all the 
tvorld, and everything we see on earth was brought about by weather.” 
It may be that we put too much aside for sunny days and therefore feel 
it a loss when it rains. 
Dr. Scarr says we should learn to expand our 
ikes and in this way make life pleasanter. “None of us lives in yester- 
jay—we all look for tomorrow. 
W hat difference does it make if June 
15, say, is rainy after we have spent months hoping it would be sunny.” 
In other w’ords. weeks of happy anticipation are w’orth more than 
vhat actually happens on one day. 
There is one im portant thing Dr. 
Scarr fails to mention about the weather, and that is its value from a 
conversational standpoint. If we were to subtract that from our ordin­ 
ary talk many of us would seem like mutes.

DEGRADATION OF SHORTCAKE 


A rural correspondent voices in a communication a thought which 
has been in the minds of thousands but until now has not found ade­ 
quate expression. 
He gives utterance to a feeling of regret, bitter and 
poignant, at the passing of old-fashioned strawberry shortcake; for, as he 
truly states, the food which is now' masquerading as that delectable con­ 
fection Is a fraud and delusion unworthy of the name it bears. 
It is a 
timely and dignified protest against the degradation of w'hat was once 
and still .should be the nobles offering 
that can grace the vernal festal 
board and delight the palate of man. 
The false strawberry shortcake is a sponge cake affair and the 
berries are not numerous. 
The real thing, as the correspondent says, 
is made of soda biscuit, baked in bread pans, with plenty of “short­ 
ening” to make it light, and not too rich. A layer of the cake should be 
covered with berries crushed w'ith sugar; on top of th at another layer of 
rake and more berries; layors ad libitum, berries ad infinitum, “and on 
tJhe top layer as many berries and as much juice as will stick.” 
Com­ 
pared with this, he says, “lotus eating is a piker’s pastime.” 
And those 
in whom ecstatic memories will be aroused by his description, and whose 
mouths will water as they read it, no doubt will heartily endorse his 
opinion. 
Three hundred years ago old Izaak Walton, seeking to extol the 
gentle art of angling, could think of no higher praise of it than to com­ 
pare it to the strawberry. It ranked among sports, he said, as the straw ­ 
berry ranks among berries, and quoted with approval the words of Dr. 
William Butler: “Doubtless God could have made a better berry, but 
doubtless God never did.”

Supt. Green Discusses 
Home Economics Program 
In Senior High School 


Along with the economies in pri­ 
vate and governmental life th at are 
being made in 
the 
adjustm ent 
period through which the country is 
passing, the schools are forced to 
the necessity oi similar economies. 
There is a field for economy but 
those economies should 
be 
made 
wisely and with due thought to the 
general welfare of the student, ac­ 
cording to Dr.- C. C. Green, super­ 
intendent of New Castle schools. In 
a statem ent today Dr. Green dis­ 
cusses the subject 
of 
vocational 
home economics in schools and the 
relationship of these subject to the 
future life of the student. 
The 
statem ent follows: 
Vocational Home Economics 
Modern society does not question 
the right of women to an academic 
education equal to that provided for 
men, but the fact remains that 
most women find their vocation at 
home 
The question then arises as to the 
type of public education which be>t 
prepares young women for the high 
vocation of home making. 
Shall 
they struggle through courses in al­ 
gebra, 
geometry, 
Latin, 
French, j 
Spanish, etc., without any regard to 
their usefulness in after life? There ; 
are many girls and boys in 
our 
high schools who are not “aca­ 
demic minded”. 
They 
are 
not 
necessarily dull, but their minds do 
not respond to efforts to give them 
what is commonly known 
as 
an 
academic education. 
A complete 
system of secondary education pro- j 
vides at least an introduction to vo­ 
cational training for both boys and 
girls of this class. 
Since it is inevitable that most 
of the girls of the class referred to 
above will not go to college but will 
become home makers within a few i 
years after leaving high school, it 
appears to be obvious that the home 
making course 
is 
superior 
from 
every standpoint to an aimless and 
expensive experience with subjects 
in which they are not interested and 
which are of doubtful value aside 
from preparation for college. There 
is no uncertainty about the outcome 
of a vocational course 
in 
home 
economics for girls. 
The vocational home econom ics; 
course leads to high school gradua­ 
tion and includes much more than 
cooking and sewing. It must be dis­ 
tinguished from the home economics

dents in this department are re­ 
quired to take the regular 
high 
school courses in English, history, 
and certain other so-called cultural 
subjects. 
Possibly it is not extravagant to 
state that more than half of 
the 
girls in our high school would be 
employing their time to better ad­ 
vantage if they were enrolled in the 
home making department 
rather 
than where they are. 
As a depart­ 
ment it should be encouraged rather 
than abandoned. 
There is a great waste of 
public 
money in attem pting to teach chil­ 
dren subjects for which they do not 
have the talents and for which there 
is little hope of a practical outcome 
in life. 
When we say this we are 
perfectly willing to admit th at there 
is a cultural value in almost any 
subject now’ offered in the high 
school curriculum if the subject is 
pursued in an efficient 
manner. 
However, there is no cultural value 
merely in “exposing a student to a 
subject”. There is no cultural value 
in working merely for 
a 
credit, 
merely getting by. 
All 
of 
that 
sort of thing is a delusion and 
a 
snare, and it is a very expensive 
process both to the parent and the 
tax payer. 
One of the principal causes of the 
increase in the cost of public edu­ 
cation has been the increase in the 
number of high school 
students. 
T hat increase may be justified if 
practical courses are provided and 
encouraged. 
It cannot be justified 
alone on the basis of what is some­ 
times known as “high school life.” 
We hope th a t the time may come 
when provision shall be made for a 
reasonable type of vocational train­ 
ing for both boys and girls who en­ 
roll in our Senior high school in 
order th at a suitable type of aca- 


may be interesting but it must be 
serious. 
It must not be mere en­ 
tertainm ent. 
Under the present order 
school 
people must try to teach 
foreign 
languages, advanced mathematics, 
etc., to many pupils who do not have 
the type of minds for such subjects. 
Parents are loath to 
accept 
the 
truth in such cases and we cannot 
blame them for that attitude. 
The 
only solution appears to be another 
kind of training. 
Pupils who may 
properly pursue vocational courses 
are not dull pupils, and pupils who 
do not respond to academic instruc­ 
tion are not necessarily dull pupils. 
Uninformed people sometimes ad ­ 
vocate vocational education merely 
for dull pupils.

(internation al N ew s Service) 
MIAMI, Fla., April 11.—The way 
of the white woman is not th a t of 
the Indian maiden, Rosalie Billie, 
sad-eyed 16-year-old Seminole belle, 
has sorrowfully learned. 
For donning a one-piece swim­ 
ming suit and frolicking with her 
white sisters in the cool waters of 
Miami river, Rosalie was sent alone 
into exile in the wilds of the big 
cypress swamp in the western Ever­ 
glades. 
Six m onths, the Indian maiden, 
prettiest daughter of the Seminole 
nation, lived in solitude on a small 
island in the glades, foraging for. 
preparing and cooking her own food, 
with 
water 
snakes, 
the 
brilliant 
plumed flamingo, the dreaded swamp 
panther and mosquitoes 
her only 
companions. 


Today, Rosalie, crushed and bro­ 
ken by her experience, rarely stirs 
beyond the family cookflre. 
Delighted by the strange beauties 
of white women’s dress and their 
freedom from male dom ination. Ro­ 
salie innocently forsook Indian cus­ 
tom for one daring moment. 
W ith 
two nieces of the Seminole camp 
director, she discarded her colorful 
exotic tribal garb, donned a filmy 
cne-piece syim m ing suit and gaily 
joined a swimming party. 
Tribesmen, spearing fish, drifted 
by in their dugout canoes and saw 
her. 
An indignant father fetched Ro­ 
salie from the river, but tribal laws 
had been flouted. 
She was tried 
during the spring corn festival and 
a sw ift and stern Indian justice de­ 
creed her exile.
